The eight Inch maln line is de- 
styned jn three sections, {hus one 
section. could be lnid through: the 
area moat . requiring ft, for ex.

of filtered water saved Js estimated 
nt only 94.6 mil. gals, per annum 
which makes the cost of the scheme 
orchibitive, ; 

Mr. Wong Kwérig-tin’s scheme’ 
would not cost so much, but even 
if it cost one quarter of that amount, 
I feel that catehments could be built 
with the moriey which would add 
‘more to our resetvolra than 94.5 
million gallons each year.

Sir,—In a recent motoring com- 
ment, mention was made of the 
fact ‘that the white lines on the 
main road ‘corners have recently 
been’ renewed, ‘Attention, how- 
ever, was not drawn to‘ the .fact 
that they have been so ‘designed 
ais to give more room to a ear on 
the inner curve than on the outer, 

I think all motorists will agree | 
that it is far easier to make a 
left-hand turn than to round a 
right-handed corner.» In the 
former case one can hug the curb 
while in the latter one has té work 
ugainst the eamber of the road. 
This menns that more room is 
inevitably required to perform the 
latter operation, and, of course, the 
white lines should be designed

being overloaded, , The results are: 
very noticeable to the passenjers. 

Many owners have noticed that 
power noises moderate after a ear 
is braken in espectally after {t has 
been driven 6,000 to 10,000 miles, 
This is explained by the fact that 
un accumulation of ¢arbon in the 
muffler takes the sharp edges off 
the plates And» rounds out the 
corners, 


Any motorist who is annoyed by
